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Merit System for Outside Service 


Government Declares for Administration by Commission and Abolition 

of Patronage. 


Prediction that the re-organization of the Civil Service Commission 
would prove to be of great importance to the Civil Service is already coming 
true, — but it is the Outside rather than the Inside Service that seems likely 
to be immediately and materially benefitted. 

The Commission (of Avhich Hon. W. J. Roche has been made chairman) 
has been asked by the Premier to make a report upon means and methods of 
extending the application of the Civil Service Act to the Outside Service and 
the three Commissioners are hard at work upon the details of the recommend- 
ation which thev will make. 

The Government Announcement. 

In the manifesto given out by Sir Robert Borden on October 18th, Civil 
Service reform is the second in order of the declared purposes of the new 
Government — giving precedence only to that regarding the prosecution of the 
war. The section reads as follows: 

‘‘Civil Service reform, with a view to extending the prin- 
“ciple of the present Civil Service Act to the Outside Service, 

“and thus to abolish patronage and to make appointments to the 
“Public Service upon the sole standard of merit. The Civil 
“Service Commission has already been directed to make a report 
“to the Prime ^Minister as to the necessary steps for that purpose. 

“Such arrangements will be subject to the existing regulations 
“which give preference in appointments to returned soldiers who 
“are duly qualiefid.” 

The phraseology of this declaration leads to the hope that it is the in- 
tention of the Government to take action at an early date, without reference 
to Parliament, and, perhaps, before the elections. 

What the Act Says. 

Power to take such action is given by the Civil Service Amendment Act 
of 1908, Section 4, Sub-section 3, which says : 

“The Governor in Council may, by order in council to be 
“published in the Canada Gazette, bring the whole or any part 
“of the Outside Service under the same provisions of the law as 
“the Inside Service.’’ 

Experienced Commissioners. 

The Civil Service Commission, as now constituted, is peculiarly qualified 
to handle such a tremendous problem as that of bringing the Outside Service 
under the Act. Chairman Roche has. until lately, been the administrator of 
one of the largest Departments of the Government, and the one having the 
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greatest variety of branches in the Outside Service. Dr. LaRochelle has had 
nine years’ experience in the administration of the Inside Service and is an 
adept in the problems and technicalities presented. l\Ir. Jamieson’s political 
and parliamentary experience will make a valuable man in the triumvirate. 
Their labors shouid have prompt and far-reaching effects. 

Transfer Easily Arranged. 

The inclusion of the Outside Service under the Act does not imply that 
its affairs will he turned topsy-turvy. Doulitless provision will have to be 
made for the making permanent of all persons of the Outside Service who 
have been continuously employed, irrespective of examinations. This was 
done in 1008 in the Inside Service, when hundreds of so-called “temporary” 
employees were placed on the permanent list and continuous employment on 
the temporary list was abolished. As is the case with the Inside Service, 
regulations as to future appointments would probably be entirely in the hands 
of the Commission (subject, of cour.se, to approval by order in council), but 
reorganization, classification and promotion would be problems for later solu- 
tion. 

The Hope We Hold. 

The Government has power to bring the whole or any part of the Outside 
Service under the Act. It is the earnest wish of every civil servant, of every 
friend of the Service and of every supporter of reform, merit and efficiency in 
public affairs, that the Commission’s report will recommend the inclusion of 
nothing less than the whole of the Outside Service under the Act, and that 
the Government will promptly carry that recommendation into full effect. 


DECORATIONS WON. 


The distinguished honor of the 
Military Cross has been conferred 
upon Lieutenants F. L. Lloyd, of the 
Canadian Engineers, and J. E. Tait, 
of the 100th Battalion, Winnipeg 
Grenadiers. Lieut, Tait won his 
decoration at the taking of Vimy 
Ridge, Both officers belong to the 
staff of the Hudson Bay Railway. 


WAR PERSONALS. 


Lieut. ^Melville G. Anderson, M.C., 
has returned home on furlough.

F. P. Bent, superintendent of the 
Railway ^Mail Service at Halifax, has 
received news of the death of his son, 
Lieut.

The 
dead officer was in the British army 
• and had won rapid promotion from 
the time he took his commission early 
in the war. When he received his 
majority he was said to be the young- 
est major in the army. 

Lieut. R. J. Edmunds (Royal 
]\Iint), who has been adjutant of the 
Eastern Ontario Regiment depot at 
Seaforth, Eng., expects to return to 
France soon. 
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Civil Service Casualties. 


LIEUT. ROGER FYPE CLARKE, 
M.C., severely wounded in the chest, 
is a Topographical Surveys man Avho 
went overseas with the first Canadian 
Engineer unit and won his stripes, a 
commission and the Military Cross in 
the field. He was attached to a tun- 
nelling company before he received 
the wound that put him in hospital 
on September 27th. Six months ago 
he was married, in England, to ^lur- 
iel, daughter of Dr. Adam Shortt and 
Mrs. Shortt. 

SERGT. WALTER DAVIDSON, a 
Trade and Commerce man of Fort 
William, missing since June 7th, 
IfilG, is now listed as dead. He was 
a 96th Regiment recruit to the 52]td 
Battalion. 

HENRY A. RICKARDS, of the 
Public Works staff at Strathcona, 
Alta., who enlisted only last April, 
has been wounded. 

P. G. LEjMAN, of the Forestry 
staff, Calgary, who went over with the 
20th Batterv, C.F.A., is wounded. 

SERGT. \j. AV. SMITH, of the 
Forestry staff at Kamloops, who was 
a private in the 172nd Battalion and 
won his stripes in the field, has been 
killed in action. 

AV. AA'ADDELL, a Forestry man 
of A^'ernon, B.C., who was in the 
172nd-54th Battalions, has fallen in 
action. 

LANCE CORP. J. J. BRIDEN, 
killed in action, was a Trade and 
Commerce man of Port Arthur, and 
went over with the 94th Battalion.

belongs to the Forestry Branch. He 
enlisted in the infantry, but later se- 
cured a commission in the old 53rd 
Batterv, C.F.A. 

REGINALD D. ROLFE, of the 
staff of the Strathcona post office, who 
enlisted with the Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry, has been 
killed in action.

R. H. NEELE A^, 
of Agassiz, 47th Battalion, wounded 
last December, is also listed as miss- 
ing.

The men have for more than a year 
been appealing for more pay. The 
estimates in the Commons last session 
had a sum included sufficient to give 


•i^lOO increase to each, but even this 
has not been foi'thcoming. A letter 
was .sent to the Bostmastei’-General 
asking for a board of conciliation to 
take up their grievances, and on the 
answer I’eceived dei)ends what action 
the !nen may take to force recogni- 
tion of theii* claims.

NOW IS THK TIME. 


A convention of tlic Civil Service 
PYnleration of Canada should be call- 
ed at once and held at the earliest 
possible date. 

In its last issue The Civilian stated 
the pros and cons of this proposition 
and a.sked for expressions of opinion 
tliereon. Sufficient time has not 
elap.sed for many opinions to be 
lieard, hut eircnm.stances have chang- 
ed materially in the last two weeks, 
and, in the judgment of The Civilian, 
the altered position of affairs demands 
the immediate attention of a full con- 
vention of the Federation. In this 
opinion the members of the Federa- 
tion executive whom it has been pos- 
.sihle to eon.siilt fully concur. 

The propo.sal of the Government to 
at once bring the Outside Service un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commi.ssion is the mo.st import- 
ant event in f'anadian public service 
history since the creation of the Com- 
misi.son in 1908, and is of hardly less 
revolutionary character. There was 
always the pretence of a merit system 
in the Inside Service, hut, in the Out- 
side, patronage has always been su- 
preme. The permanent benefits which 
this action of the Government will 
confer, not only upon the Service but 
upon the whole country, will be so 
varied and far-reaching that their full 
extent can liardly he estimated at this 
time. 

The inclusion of the Outside Ser- 
vice under the jurisdiction of the 
Commission will naturally he follow- 
ed by many, if gradual, changes in 
administration. The Commission and 
the Government will give these 
changes careful study before putting 
them into effect. Decision must be 
based on the fullest ami most reliable 
information that can possibly he se- 
cured, and who can give that inform- 
ation so well as the men whose lives 
are spent in the Service and who, by 
daily experience in their d'etails as 
well as by careful study of their 
broader aspects, are the most inti-

mately acquainted with all its pro- 
blems ? 

The Civilian believes that if the 
Federation meets very soon and pre- 
pares sane and sound memoranda 
upon various problems involved in 
the transfer of the Outside Service 
to the merit system, its findings will 
be received with respect and consid- 
eration by both the Commission and 
the Government and that great profit 
will accrue to all parties concerned. 

This purpose alone would justify a 
call for an emergency convention, but 
the annual convention is a year over- 
due and there is other busiiless of 
great importance awaiting considera- 
tion. 

The Civilian calls for a convention 
of the Civil Service Federation of 
Canada at the earliest possible date. 


YOUR SERVICE. 

“That independence Britons prize too 
high 

Keeps man from man, and breaks 
the social tie.’’ 

When Goldsmith put these words 
into the mouth of his “Traveller,” as 
depicting a social relation in America 
differing from that in Europe, his 
words were no more applicable to the 
then existing international problems 
than they may be now to our essen- 
tially domestic affairs. 

The intricate windings of red tape 
that have come to be recognized as in- 
dispensible parts of all that goes to 
make up the various functions of Gov- 
ernment Service in Canada tend tO' 
kill individuality. Yet, in* spite of 
this handicap, men rise above the 
slough into which ordinary conditions 
would throw them and tower above 
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their fellows. Then is evidenced the 
true inner man. Does he let amhition 
reign and, forgetting his re.sponsihil- 
ity to confreres, use them only as 
stepping stones to higher things? He 
has lost the true perspective. Does 
he remain true to the manhood that 
is his? lie will find in his new and 
higher sphere of activity new oppor- 
tunities to benefit his fellows. Surely 
to him that hath power of place will 
he given opportunity of doing. The 
position proves the man. Stripped of 
the robes of office, tlie Deputy Head 
is no more in life than the clerk or 
messenger. Why, when elevated to 
the higher place, should he forget his 
duty to his fellows? 

Keep up the social tie. Keep up 
membership in the Association ; at- 
t(»id its meetings. No man lives to 
himself alone. The energy and ability 
that pushes a man onward and up- 
ward in the Civil Service, if applied 
to the wheel properly, will semi the 
chariot of i)rogress far along towards 
the goal of efficiency so long sought. 


PROPERLY DONE. 


Ignoring the in.sistently preferred 
advice of an Ottawa newspaper, the 
Government has adopted the advice 
of the joint committee of both Houses 
and appointed an editorial board of 
.!:hree civil servants to supervise its 
publications. For once the outside 
* ‘expert,” siich as the newspaper re- 
ferred to tried to “wish” upon this 
board, is left out. The Government 
runs the bigge.st printing plant in 
Canada and must, surely, have some 
sompetent technical men on its staff; 
while the conditions governing official 
publication are so varied and complex 
that one who has had no experience 
therewith would be not at all likely 
to handle the problem as well as a 
c'iviL servant. The insinuation that 
the Ministers might unduly interfere 
with a board composed of civil ser- 
vants is a reflection upon the Minis- 
ters rather than upon the civil ser- 


vants; and, besides, how long woiibt 
it take the Government to “fire’^'^ ait 
outside expert whose work cfieInT 
suit ? 


SEMI-8TAFF. 

The.editors are gratified to have the 
expressed approval of clerks in semi- 
stalf post offices upon The (Jivilian^s 
utterances in connection with this 
freak of the Canadian post office sys- 
tem. Since the editors of the “Po.stal 
Journal” a.ssumed the responsibility 
of speaking for the postal clerks of 
Canada, The Civilian has refrained 
from trespa.ssing upon their preserves, 
but this semi-staff abuse is so glaring 
that it sometimes proves an irresistible 
provoeation to comment.

On September 12tli tliere was laid l)efore Parliament a report “from the 
Joint Committee of both Houses on the Printin'? of Parliament,’’ the substance 
of which is of grreat interest to the (Jvil Service. 

Following a report submitted in May, 11)16, iji which certain economies 
were recommended, the Committee asked for reports from the different de- 
partments as to what .steps had been taken to curtail expenses in i)rinting, and 
a summary of these is prominent in the latest report. 


“Generali}', it may be said,’’ reads 
the report, “that some Deputy l\lin- 
i.sters have shown an earnest desire 
to meet the wishes of Parliament, 
while others have failed to grasp the 
significance of the Committee’s reco?n- 
mendations of last year. It is (juite 
evidence that some members of the 
Public Service entirely forget that 
printing co.sts money. . . 

The gro.ss printing l)ill of the Gov- 
ernment is stated to have been $1.- 
274,870 in 1913 and $2,401,913 in 
1917. 

Several departments are commend- 
ed for economical management of 
their printing; others are recommend- 
ed to do likewise, and one is rel)uked 
for neglecting to report its reforms 
and told that its reports should be 
reduced to a minimum. 

The report of the Auditor-General 
is called *'the greatest guarantee that 
the country possesses against im- 
proper expenditure,” and though it 
is large and expensive the Committee 
will not recommend any reduction. 

Combined English-French reports 
are commended. 

The over-lapping in trade stati.sties 
is deplored, and this remark is add- 
ed, “It seems to the Committee that 
the sooner all statistics of the Govern- 
ment are centralized under one au- 
thority the better it will be in the 
public interest and great saving 
would be effected.” 

A consolidation of the map-publish- 
ing branches is strongly recommend- 
ed. At present several departments 
are issuing maps for various purposes, 
with no inter-departmental co-ordina- 
tion. “The Committee believe that it 


would be in the intere.sts of the coun- 
try to have the Canadian Topographi- 
cal l)ej)artment reorganized and all 
its work housed in one building and 
carried on under one head, thus ef- 
fecting great economies.” 

“The Committee desires to con- 
gratulate the staff of the Department 
of Public Printing and Stationery on 
the economies it has succeeded in 
making both as regards printing and 
distribution” (of the reports of many 
departments). 

“ ‘Economy’ will have to be Can- 
ada’s watchword for many years to 
come and the printing bills of Par- 
liament and the public departments 
present a fertile field for action in 
this regard.” Reductions effected in 
the co.st of public printing in the 
Ignited States are held up as a wor- 
thy example. 

“The Committee feel, however, 
that, unle.ss Parliament provides some 
stringent form of supervision over the 
fountains from whose sources so many 
volumes of mseless literature flow’^ 
that the “alarming ’2 increase in the 
printing bills will continue. There- 
fore the Committee recommends the 
creation of “an editorial board of 
three members of the Civil Service, 
thoroughly conversant with public af- 
fairs,” which board should have 
“plenary powers” to condense the 
amount of matter in any report offer- 
ed for publication by a department, 
or to suppress the report altogether. 
Its decisions should he over-ruled only 
on written order of t4ie ^Minister of 
the department concerned in any case, 
and all such cases should be reported 
to Parliament. 
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A more even distribution of the 
work sent to the Printing Bureau 
throughout the year is also urged, and 
the proposed editorial board would 
have certain functions in this connec- 
tion. 

The Government has already taken 
action upon the report and has estab- 
lished the Board recommended by the 
Committee. It consists of Fred. 
Cook. Assistant King’s Printer; F. C. 
T. O’Hara, Deputy ^Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, and Francis C. S. 
Lynol, of the Department of the In- 
terior. 

Three members of the Government 
— Sir George Foster, Hon. Arthur 
IMeighen and Hon. ]\Iartin Burrell — 
have been constituted a committee to 
advise and co-operate with the edi- 
torial board. The recommendations 
of the editorial board are subject to 
approval by the Cabinet committee. 


GOOD WORK GOES ON. 


A splendid work of reference, 
founded by a father and carried on 
by his son, is “Political Appoint- 
ments, Parliaments and the Judicial 
Bench of Canada.” This book was 
first compiled to cover the history of 
the old Province of Canada, 1841- 
1867, and was the work of Joseph 
Olivier Cote, clerk of the Privy Coun- 
cil, 1872-1880. In 1896 his son, N. 
Omer Cote, issued a second volume, 
bringing the records up to that year. 
]\Ir. Cote, who is Controller of Land 
Patents. Dept, of the Interior, now 
presents a third volume, in which 
he has brought all the former fea- 
tures up to date and has also broad- 
ened the scope of the work and added 
many valuable new sections. It is one 
of the most valuable books of refer- 
ence ever compiled by a civil servant 
as a private enterprise.

THAT BONUS. 


Rumblings of a coming storm are heard. 
That long fought for, long promised finan- 
cial relief due on account of the high cost 
of living, has not been received. Those 
prominent in the fight gave vent to sighs 
of relief when it became known that the 
financial relief had at last been granted by 
Parliament. That was weeks ago. Possibly 
by the time this is in print the rumblings 
will have ceased and we will see on the coun- 
tenances of those about us that radiance 
that will need no questioning as to its cause. 
If the possibility is to be discounted, then 
the postal clerks and their kindred associates 
have only one recourse: that is, to place their 
case before the public in such a way tlat 
will live long in the memory of those re- 
sponsible for the unpardonable delay in dis- 
tributing that which is equivalent to the 
necessaries of life. 


UNION GOVERNMENT. 


Although Union Government is looked 
upon with circumspection in certain sources, 
we earnestly hope it will prove benefxdal 
to that important power of the State — the 
Civil Service. Many of the faces in the new 
Cabinet are of men who haA'e dwelt long in 
the land of practical politics. Their knowl- 
edge bespeaks something more than a few 
ideas of the science of Government. Let 
this knowledge, coupled with that of ihe 
parliamentarians that are to come, be pro- 
perly directed into the channels that may 
be overlooked in the ministers’ and mem- 
bers’ zeal, and there will he no doubt as 
to the immediate improvement in the work- 
ing conditions of postal clerks and civil ser- 
vants generally. And in this regard let us 
suggest that the transferring of the patron- 
age from the hands of the ministers to those 
of the deputy ministers tends to aggravate 
rather than eradicate the obvious evil. 


We appeal to those branches that have 
not yet forwarded their lists of enlistments 
to The Civilian to do so without delay. The 
duty will take up but little time, and the 


information will become no small part of a 
memorable record. 


Remember, ye discouraged ones, the As- 
sociation is engaged in a departmental fight 
for Right, not Might. Do your bit every 
opportunity, and we win.

A paltry eight and a half dollars 
per month is of very little use to a man 
earning sixty-two and a half dollars a month. 
What a great pity that the Association were 
not more direct in their demands. We are 
afraid that we shall have to get together 
and demand an arbitration board to enquire 
into the wages of post office officials. W^at 
with the cost of living soaring higher and 
higher, we did think that the Government 
would recognize how important it is for 
almost any married man to live on less than 
one hundred dollars per month. One of the 
greatest tributes that can possibly be paid 
to any organized body of men is the tremen- 
dous amount of patience and loyalty display- 
ed by the men of the Outside Service and 
the Government should be the first to recog- 
nize that fact. We wouiu dearly like to 
knoTv what increase was granted to minis- 
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ters on account of the increaf-ed cost of liv- 
ing. One thing THEV <li<] not have to wait. 
We cannot speak too strongly on this mat- 
ter because we in conjunction with our com- 
rades in other parts of the Dominion are 
assured that we have been badly treated, 
and yet a recent circular from the Depart- 
ment asks us for the loyal co-operation of 
the staff to assist with the Military Service 
Act. Of that assistance tlie Department 
may rest assured, but for God’s sake let 
the Department give its employees a living 
wage. 

Congratulations to Calgary in their pa- 
triotic efforts. Kegina also has a patriotic 
fund, and later we hope to send our annual 
report. Our next meeting is billed for the 
last Sunday in October, when nomination of 
officers will take piace.

ANNUAL CONVENTION, 1917. 


{Continued from last issue.) 

Horswell — Boothman : That this conven- 
tion go on record as being in favour of 
the Public Service Eeform Movement, in- 
augurated at Edmonton, Alberta, such move- 
ment having for its object the elimination 
of the patronage system and the adoption 
of the merit system throughout the Do- 
minion. 

Amendment by Mr. Grant, seconded by 
Mr. Foster: That our Edmonton repre- 
sentative be asked to forward to the secre- 
taries of local branches copies of the Con- 


stitution relative to the so-called Public 
Service Reform Movement, and that local 
branches support the same according to their 
opinion. Amendment carried. 

Adams — Sutton : That this convention 
bring to the notice of the Department the 
ever-increasing jjractice of careless persons 
enclosing both coin and bills in ordinary 
mail, whereby clerks are often subject to 
unjust suspicion when such mail, or the all 
too obvious contents of same, is lost. Car- 
ried. 

Venables — Adams: That this convention 
go on record as being unanimously in favour 
of the abolition of the patronage system 
and the adoption of the merit system, as 
embodied in a resolution passed by this 
Association in convention at Vancouver, 
1915, and again introduced and carried at 
the Regina convention, 191G. Carried unani- 
mously. 

Venables — Foster: Resolved, that the 
Postal Clerks’ A.ssociation of the Dominion 
of Canada, in convention assembled, Winni- 
peg, 1917, in all .solemnity, pay silent tri- 
bute to our heroic dead who have fallen on 
the battlefield in order that the best tradi- 
tions of our Empire’s history may be pre- 
served aud enjoyed by future generations. 
“The race is not always to the swift or the 
battle to the strong. ’ ’ Resolution acted on. 

Adams — Walsh : That a hearty vote of 
thanks be given to the Winnipeg branch of 
the splendid arrangements made in connec- 
tion with the fifth annual convention of the 
Postal Clerks’ Association of the Dominion 
of Canada, and that deep appreciation be 
extended for the generous entertainment' 
provided at every conceivable opportunity. 
Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Tease, President of the Winnipeg 
branch, repMed. 

Cantwell — Venables : That a Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws be appointed, 
composed of the incoming President and 
Secretary-Treasurer, with instructions to 
bring in a report at the next convention. 
The report of this committee to take prior- 
ity over all other business at that conven- 
tion. Carried. 

Cantwell — Tease: That all unfinished 
business be left to the incoming Executive 
to dispose of. Carried. 

Election of Officers: 

The President appointed Messrs. Sargent 
and Stewart, members of the Winnipeg 
branch, to act as scrutineers. 

President: Messrs. Gardner, Tease, Sutton 
and ^'enables were nominated. 

Mr. Tease, Winnipeg, elected. 

Vice-President: Messrs. Jacques aud Crate 
were nominated. Mr. Jacques declined. 

Mr. Crate elected by acclamation. (Tor- 
onto). 

Secretary-Treasurer — Messrs. Cantwell 
and Green nominated. Mr. Cantwell de- 
clined. 
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Mr. Green. Winnipeg^, elected. 

Editor: Messrs. Pickup and Sutton nomi- 
nated. Mr. Sutton declined. 

Mr. Pickup elected. 

Organizing Secretary: Messrs. Grant and 
Fester nominated. Mr. Grant declined. 

Mr. Foster elected. 

A'ice-Presidents for Provinces:

Eeport of the Finance Committee: 

We, your committee, beg to report that 
we estimate the revenue for the year 1917- 
1918 at $800.00, derived solely from per 
ca,pita tax on an estimated membership of 
1,600, at fifty cents. Added to this is a 
balance of $160.00, after paying all ex- 
penses of this convention. Total estimated 
expenses, $870.00, leaving a balance of only 
$90.00 to meet all demands not provided for 
in the estimates. 

It was pointed out that the expenses of 
officers next year would be perhaps higher 
than the average owing to three being lo- 
cated at Winnipeg and one at Saskatoon, all 
of whom would be required to attend the 
next convention at Toronto. 

Walsh — Grant: That the report of the 
Finance Committee be adopted. 

Duties of the Finance Committee had to 
be curtailed owing to lack of time. 

Cantwell — Crate : That the sum of one 
hundred dollars be granted to the Secretary- 
Treasurer in recognition of past services. 
Carried. 

Boothman — Cantwell: That this conven- 
tion tender to the retiring officers very 
hearty thanks and utmost appreciation for 
the manner in which they have so ably 
handled the affairs of this organization dur- 
ing the past year. We have watched with 
considerable interest and a keen sense of 
gratification and pride the efforts expended 
by this body. While not wishing in the 
smallest degree to discredit any previous 
Executive, we feel sure that we have accom- 
plished more during the past year than at 
any period during the life of this organiza- 
tion. this being largely due to the splendid 
executive ability of our retiring officers. 
Carried. 

Mr. Gardner, replving to the resolution, 
stated that, although he was not now an 
officer of the Association, yet he would con- 
tinue to take the same interest in the wel- 
fare of the organization and would continue 
as an ardent supporter of same so long as 


he remained in the Postal Service. He re- 
ferred briefly to the efforts of the delegation 
which visited Ottawa in January, of which 
delegation he was a member, regretting the 
fact that the results obtained were not so 
good as had been anticipated, especially in 
regard to the request for increased remunera- 
tion in order to meet the increased cost of 
living. Eeferring to the telegram received 
from Dr. Coulter. Mr. Gardner expressed the 
opinion that, in time, the Department would 
make good the promises which had been 
given at the time of the interview. 

Mr, Jacques, Montreal, expressed thanks 
for the kindness extended to himself and to 
the branch which he had the honour to re- 
present, stating that he was very doubtful 
at first, in his own mind, as to the manner 
in which he might be received, but was very 
glad to be able to say that before the first 
session was over he was made to feel com- 
pletely at home. He was pleased to inform 
the convention that he was taking back with 
him a very favourable impression of our 
organization and the manner in which it was 
conducted. 

Convention then adjourned to meet in 
Toronto on Monday, July 8th, 1918.
